Senator Stilwell, who is chairman 
of the codes committee, introduced, 
among other stock ex change reform 
measures, a bill designed to reliev e 
the New York Bauk Note comp any 
from alleged discrt « lination on 
the 
p art of the New 
fork 
Stock 
ex ­ 
change, which, it is claimed, has re­ 
fused to list secu rities If 
engrav ed 
and p rinted by the New York Bank 
Note comp any . 
In a telegram to Gov ernor Sulzer, 
Kendall alleges that Senator Silwell 
asked $250 for drafting the bill, that 
the senator demanded $500 each for 
four members of the senate 
codes 
committee to rep ort the bill ou t of 
committee, and that a fu rther demand 
of $1,500 was made to influence the 
assembly codes committee to rep ort 
the measure. 
Kendall say s he declined to comp ly 
and notlfled the senator that u nless 
the bill was rep orted he would tele­ 
grap h the situ ation to the gov ernor 
and ev ery member of the legislatu re. 
The senate bill was rep orted March 
27, and the assembly bill was rep ort­ 
ed about the same time and is now on 
the order of flnal p assage 
in 
the 
house. 
Senator Stilwell declares the “en­ 
tire story is so fa’ise and so absurd 
that it is scarcely worth a rep ly .*' 
Gov ernor Sulzer receiv ed the tele­ 
gram from Kendall 
and

He later called 
Senator 
Stilwell to the ex ecutiv e chamber and 
suggested that he resign. Stilwell re­ 
fused.

U. S. TAKES UP WOMAN’S CASE 


Charged 
That 
M iss Zelie 
Emerson 
Did Not Receive Fair Trial in 
English Court. 


Washington, Ap ril 3.—The United 
States gov ernment will take official 
action on the charge that Zelie i^mer- 
son, the American suffragette, failed 
to receiv e a fair tilal in the English 
cou rts and Is being inhumanely treat­ 
ed by the ofRclala of the London 
p rison in which she is Incarcerated. 
President Wilson held a long con­ 
ference with Secretary Bry an Tues­ 
day during which the charges w'ere 
discussed. 
After the conference Sec­ 
retary Bry an retu rned immediately to 
the state dep artment and cabled the 
American embassy in London to rush 
the facts In connection with the case. 


Day ton, Ohio, March 31.—Here Is 
the p roblem p resented to Day ton, as 
summarized Sunday by George 
F. 
Burba, secretary to Gov ernor Cox and 
rep resenting the latter here: 
Forty thousand p ersons must be fed, 
clothed and housed for a week longer. 
Twenty thousand p ersons must be 
cared for indefinitely . These are p er­ 
sons who lost their all when their 
household goods were sw’ep t away . 
They must be p rov ided with a few 
necessary household articles such as 
bedding, p ots and p ans, stov es and a 
few dollars. A half million dollars 
could be used in this way by the relief 
committee. 
15,000 Buildings Need Repairs. 
Fifteen thousand houses and busi­ 
ness buildings must be rehabilitated. 
Two thousand houses and other 
stru ctu res, or what remains of them, 
must be p ulled down. 
Thousands of tons of debris must be 
remov ed. 
Following are some of the accom­ 
p lishments since the flood broke ov er 
the city Tuesday morning: 
The water works p ump ing station is 
In op eration, but the distribu tion of 
water is greatly retarded by op en 
p ip es in wrecked houses. The p res­ 
su re is feeble, but growing stronger 
as leaks are checked. 
Telegrap h serv ice is fast catching 
up with requirements, which hav e 
been and still are enormous. 
There is enough food and clothing 
for p resent needs, but relief will be 
required on a diminishing scale for 
another month. 
Martial Law in County. 
By order of Gov ernor Cox the reign 
of martial law ov er Day ton was ex ­ 
tended to take in the whole county 
Sunday . The flood did more than 
sweep away p rop erty , for it swep t 
away the city administration, tem­ 
p orarily , at least, and brought in w'hat 
amounts to a commission form of gov ­ 
ernment. 
It is doubtful if the marital law or­ 
der will soon be rep ealed, as under 
the p resent arrangement the city has 
the free serv ics of the biggest busi­ 
ness men and the most ex p ert p rofes­ 
sional men in Montgomery county .

Columbus Begins Reconstruction. 
Colu mbu s, Ohio, March 31.—Recon­ 
stru ction of the west side of Colu m­ 
bu s, where the flood of last Tu esday 
wrou ght the heav iest damage, was be­ 
gu n in earnest today by the u ndau nted 
citizens of that district, with the as­ 
sistance of more fortu nate residents. 
Twev e additional bodies were re­ 
cov ered from the debris, bu t many of 
them hav e ben identified as p ersons 
p rev iou sly rep orted dead, so that the 
Colu mbu s death list still remains at 
six ty -fou r. 
Many are rep orted to bu still miss­ 
ing, bu t the list gradually is growing 
smaller. Up to today fifty -nine bodies 
had been recov ered and taken to the 
central county morgue. 
Cox Organizes Relief Work. 
Gov ernor Cox issued the following 
p roclamation as to relief work: 
“In order to simp lify the situ ation 
growing out of requ ests coming from 
ev ery 
direction with reference to 
funds and sup p lies, we suggest the fol­ 
lowing arrangements: 
That all sup ­ 
p lies in the fu tu re be consigned to 
Col. Edward T. Miller, in charge of 
general relief dep ot, Columbus, O., and 
that all funds be sent to Col. M. L. 
Wilson, treasu rer of the commission 
rep resenting the Red Cross, the state 
and the citizenship . 
It is desirable 
that there be submitted by wire 
statement giv ing car number and char­ 
acter ol sup p lies that are ship p ed. 
“There is ev ery indication that the 
Ohio riv er will reach the highest stage 
in its history . Calls for food and cloth­ 
ing are coming from unex p ected p arts 
of the state. A critical situation has 
dev elop ed in all Ohio riv er towns. We 
still are greatly in need of help .” 
Break in Levee Closed. 
Working day and night, squads ol’ 
men, furnished by the city and rail­ 
road comp anies, hav e succeeded in 
p atching up the big break in the lev ee 
which caused the disaster on the West 
Side. 
While the householders were busy 
clearing the wreckage 
from 
their 
homes, militiamen cleared the p rinci­ 
p al streets of the bodes of dead ani­ 
mals and debris. 
The flooded West Side still remains 
u nder martial law, no p ersons being 
allowed through the military lines un­ 
less they own p rop erty . 
Indiana's Dead Totals 60. 
Indianap olis, Ind., March 31.—Six ty 
liv es are known to hav e been lost in 
Indiana’s flood which has almost dis­ 
ap p eared in central p ortions of the 
state, but still is threatening Ev ans­ 
v ille and smaller cities along the Ohio 
riv er. 
Verified rep orts show' that fifty -six 
p ersons were drowned and four are 
known to hav e died from ex p osure. 
Peru and Brookv ille’s death 
lists 
are those of drownings only , but two 
deaths at Terre Haute, one at Fort 
Way ne, and the only v erified fatality 
in West Indianap olis, followed ex p os­ 
ure suffered by the refugees. 
Undoubtedly the list will be au g­ 
mented during the nex t few day s, in­ 
dications being that the riv er chan­ 
nels, still buried by high water, hold 
at least some bodies. The fiv e bodies 
recov ered at Peru were those of p er­ 
sons already counted among the dead. 
Relief Fu nds for Stricken. 
Gov ernor Ralston is obtaining bet­ 
ter organization of relief work and la 
sending relief funds into the stricken 
districts. Business conditions in Indi­ 
anap olis already are normal and p ub­ 
lic u tilities 
will be comp letely re­ 
stored within a few day s. 
Prop erty losses throu ghou t the state 
cou nt many millions, 
and 
Gov ernor 
Ralston say s it will be imp ossible to 
estim ate this loss.

Death Toll at Peru Twenty.

The flood is rap idly receding and 
Peru , instead of being a city su b­ 
merged with w ater is coated with a 
lay er of mu d from one to three feet 
thick.

Chicago.—^ThrtUin g etoriee of the 
flood ed d istrlcU In Ohio were told by 
Rev. E. O. O'Neal, who return ed to 
thla city from a lecture tour. 
He 
aaw rescuers take 28 bod iea from the 
rirer at Delaware, O. 
"All of the small town s alon g the 
liver have been swept away," he said . 
"The greatest problem is food . The 
victims are starvin g an d freezin g to 
d eath. Those who are able to work 
are makin g every effort to rescue an d 
help others. There is n o <k>mmun ica- 
tion between town s. 
"When at Delaware I saw college 
stud en ts make man y thrillin g rescues 
by swimmin g out in to the swift cui^ 
ren t an d swimmin g back with a flood 
victim. On e youn g man swam out an d 
an d rescued 30 person s in on e d ay. Ho 
was the bravest fellow I ever saw. 
Women and Children Afloat. 
"I saw a house with on e woman 
an d three child ren clin gin g to the roof 
floatin g d own the stream. The house 
was whirlin g an d bobbin g up 
an d 
d own in the water. The woman was 
screamin g for help. Person s on the 
ad ge of the flood had a small boat, 
but they could n ot row fast en ough to 
caech up with the house. 
"The house bore d own on the Pen n ­ 
sylvan ia railroad brid ge an d crash­ 
ed again st it. The mother caught the 
brid ge an d wen t d own . The child ren 
wen t d own , but came up again n ear 
a tree. 
The eld est child helped the 
other two an d help on to the tree. The 
boat put out an d rescued all of them. 
"A few min utes later a house with 
a man about 76 years an d his wife 
floated d own the stream. The woman 
was lyin g on the roof. The old man 
was hold in g her. Sud d en ly the house 
struck a tree an d the brick chimn ey 
fell off. 
Then we saw the old man 
lift his wife in his arms an d carry 
her to the chimn ey hole in the roof 
an d let her d own in to it. When the 
rescuers put out in a boat an d caught 
up with the house, on e of the res­ 
cuers in quired of the woman . 
" ‘She is d ead ,' said the old man . 
'She d ied two hours ago, an d i was 
afraid to let her lie on the roof be­ 
cause the water would carry 
her 
away.’ 
Sees Man and Woman Drown. 
"I saw an other house with a man 
an d woman clin gin g to the chimn ey 
to keep from fallin g off. The house 
struck a tree an d the chimn ey crum­ 
bled . 
Both w'en t d own before the 
boat reached them an d w'e n ever saw 
them again . 
These are on ly a few 
in stan ce of the horrible thin gs seen 
In the flood ed d istrict. 
‘T wen t from Delaware to Prospect, 
an d the same traged ies were repeated . 
At Prospect I saw the mean est Tn« .n 
in the world . The mean est man , I 
thin k, is a farmer who own ed a boat 
at Prospect. He lived across the riv­ 
er from the town . He len t his boat 
to a Baptist min ister who used it for 
rescue work. They saved more than a 
d ozen women an d child ren d urin g the 
d ay. 
It was the on ly boat in 
the 
town . 
Farmer Demands His Boat. 
"Although the min ister could res­ 
cue but two person s at a time he 
was d oin g n oble work. Man y person s 
were swept away before the 
boat 
could reach them. Late in the after­ 
n oon the farmer came to the shore 
an d an n oun ced he wan ted the boat. 
He d eclared he would take the boat 
by force. He said he wan ted the boat 
to go across the river an d atten d to 
some busin ess. 
"The min ister refused to# give pp 
the boat, but offered to row the farm­ 
er across the d an gerous river, if he 
could keep the boat. 
The 
farmer 
grud gin gly assen ted , an d a n ewspaper 
man from Marion an d the min ister 
rowed him acrosa 
It was the first 
attempt to take the boat across the 
swift liver an d was ex tremely d an ger 
ooa 
“The preacher d eclared he would 
take an y risk in ord er to keep the 
boat. They lan d ed the farmer across 
the river with much d ifficulty. They 
started back an d when in the mid d le 
of the stream the boat capsized , an d 
both wen t d own . With the boat hun ­ 
d red s of person s could have been res­ 
cued . 
Bread Famine at Delaware. 
"The victims n eed food more than 
an ythin g else. There is a bread fam­ 
in e at Delaware. To show they were 
willin g to d o an jrthin g to help the suf­ 
ferers more than 100 stud en ts at Wes­ 
leyan college volun teered to leave the 
city so there would be 100 less to 


feed . 
The stud en ts isparted at n ight 
for their homes in d ifferen t parts of 
the coun try. 
"At Celin a I saw the same suffer­ 
in g. 
The town was un d er ten feet 
of water. I saw them take ten bod ­ 
ies from the water at Massillon , O. 
Prospect, O., is un d er 14 feet of water, 
an d the river at that poin t is four 
miles wid e, 
I saw them take more 
than a d ozen bod ies from the water. 
"The reparts of the d ead have n ot 
been sen t in from these small town s 
an d the coun try will be i^^palled when 
the full n umber is kn own . From what 
I saw I d o n ot thin k the reports have 
been ex aggerated . 
"Piqua an d Fostorla are un d er wa­ 
ter, an d man y people are d rown ed . 
The n earest I could get to Dayton 
was Piqua. 
Most of the town was un ­ 
d er water. It was impossible to get to 
Dayton ." 


Co-Eds Tell of Horrors. 
Four weary youn g women , co-ed s 
from Ohio Wesleyan un iversity at Del­ 
aware, O., climbed from a Pullman on 
a d elayed Lake Shore train in the La­ 
Salle street station . 
They were the 
first arrivals in Chicago from the ac­ 
tual scen es of d eath an d d esolation 
atten d in g the flood s throhghout cen ­ 
tral Ohio. 
Eagerly 
question ed by n ewspaper 
men , the youn g women talked freely 
of their ex perien ces 
an d 
i>ain ted 
graphic word pictures of the horrors 
of the in un d ation of a large part of 
Delaware. 
They were Miss Floren ce Wyman of 
3633 Sheffield aven ue, stud en t in gen ­ 
eral work an d in structor in the art 
school of the un iversity; Ed ith an d 
Esther Quayle of 233 North Harvey 
street. Oak Park, an d Mabel Lees of 
825 Elmwood aven ue. Oak Park. 
Fear Horror to Follow. 
Miss Wyman , who had chaperon ed 
the party on the trip, was the spokes­ 
man , but the other girls broke in from 
time to time with eager ejaculation s 
to emphasize the horror of the tale 
she told . 
The thought that is uppermost in 
my min d ," said Miss Wyman , "is n ot 
so much of the horror that has passed 
as of the greater horror that must in ­ 
evitably come to those poor people In 
Delaware an d elsewhere throughout 
the flood ed d istrict. There are some 
d ead bod ies still in the houses at Del­ 
aware, an d thousan d s elsewhere in 
Ohio, an d it is staggerin g to the imagi­ 
n ation to attempt to con jure up the 
picture of d esolation , famin e an d pes­ 
tilen ce that will follow the recession 
of the waters. 
The flood itself was like a horrible 
n ightmare. The water crept up slow­ 
ly, but, oh, BO stead ily an d relen tless­ 
ly. 
First it was six In ches d eep in 
some of the lower streets; then a foot 
d eep, an d at last It had covered all 
the lower part of town an d was lap­ 
pin g at the foot of the hills, while the 
houses in the flood ed porton stood , 
man y of them, with on ly the upper 
stories an d roofs visible. 
Hear Prayers for Safety. 
“An d on n early every house there 
was a family, or what was left of the 
family, clin gin g to the rid gepole an d 
chimn eys an d prayin g for d eliveran ce. 
The un iversity stan d s on the highest 
hill in town , an d we were n ot affected 
by the flood itself. But all n ight, that 
first n ight, the 200 girls in Mon n ett 
hall, our d ormitory, walked the floor 
an d wept an d prayed as the walls of 
the un fortun ates on ly a few blocks 
away were born e to their ears. Closed 
win d ows could 
n ot 
keep out 
the 
soun d . Now an d then a woman shriek­ 
ed above the gen eral lamen tation s, 
an d we kn ew when that soun d reached 
us that some on e had seen a loved 
relative, an aged father or mother, or 
perhaps a child , lose 
the grip 
of 
n umbed fin gers an d slid e off in to the 
black, chill waters. 
“Throughout the n ight the men stu­ 
d en ts an d members of the faculty d id 
what they could to rescue the suffer­ 
ers, but we had n o boats at the un i­ 
versity an d It was almost impossible 
to guid e a raft through the blackn ess 
of the n ight, which was in ten sified by 
a cold , d rizzlin g rain . 
Rescue Work Makes Heroes. 
' ’*As' soon as d awn came the boys 
got together in an organ ized rescue 
corps. Our school prod uced a hun d red 
heroes in half an hour. Every on e of 
those stud en ts risked d eath on the 
flimsy rafts they were able to con ­ 
struct, but they n ever hesitated . They 
foun d some small boats, too, an d 'd id 
as well as they could with ihese. Prof- 
W. B. Dix on , the physical d irector of 
the un iversity, head ed the work of 
rescue. 
He had a d ozen active lieu­ 
ten an ts in the work of d irectin g op­ 
eration s. 
"Some of the houses could n ot be 
reached at all. 
The rafts were un ­ 
man ageable, an d the few boats were 
smashed on e after an other as they 
were caught by the ed d yin g curren ts. 
Every time a boat was smashed two 
or three of the boys would be thrown 
in to water ten or fifteen feet d eep, but 
they all swam out In safety. 
“Well, when they foun d how Im 
possible it was to get actual con tact 
with the houses they wen t to the n ear­ 
est houses they could reach an d took 
ropes an d pulleys from a hard ware 
store that had escaped the flood . 
"They would tie a bolt to a light 
lin e an d throw it over to a house 


wn ere there were person s cUn gin f m 
the roof. 
These people would eateb 
the light lin e, pull over a heavier on e 
an d a pulley an d set up a run n in g lin e 
of cable by makin g fast to a chimn ey 
or house tower. 
*The boys must have kn own some­ 
thin g about breeches buoy work, for as 
soon as they had a lin e to a house 
they would rig up a chair an d pass it 
over. Then the people would be haul­ 
ed across. 
I guess they must have 
taken more than 100 off the d ifferen t 
roofs. On e woman , who weighed more 
than 200 poun d s, started across In a 
chair. The pulley was fasten ed to a 
chimn ey an d the chimn ey toppled over. 
The woman wen t In to the water, but 
they kept haulin g her in an d she clun g 
to the chair. She was half d rown ed 
when they got her up. 
Take Ref age In "Frat** Houses. 
"The men stud en ts have respon d ed 
n obly in time of d istress, an d the Phi 
Kappa Psl, Sigma Chi, an d Beta Theta 
Pi fratern ity houses, which are on 
hills, have been turn ed over for sleep- 
in fl P^'fes for women an d child ren . 
A 
Mr. Houseman an d a Mr. Sulliver 
man n ed the boats sen t d own by the 
life savin g station 
at Toled o, 
an d 
saved fifteen person s. 
The stud en ts 
are d oin g practically all of the work 
of savin g people an d biin gin g what 
food there is to the starvin g men , 
women an d child ren . 
"The property loss In the city, n ot 
coun tin g person al property, is over 
$ 2,000,000. 
There is d an ger of Are» 
because the co-ed s are usin g can d les 
for lights. 
"We kn ow of thirteen d eaths: Mr. 
an d Mrs. Fran k Melcher an d their two 
son s, Ralph, 6 years old , an d Lewis, 4 
years old ; Mrs. Silas Smith an d her 
two son s an d on e little d aughter. 1 
year old ; Miss Hazel Jon es, a 15-year- 
old girl; Miss Hazel Dun lap. Mrs. Sloe- 
son , William Hessey, William Field in g 
an d James Main e. 
Dies After Being Rescued. 
"William Field in g clun g to a tree 
for three d ays an d was rescued on ly 
to d ie of ex posure. A Mr. Rain er was 
maroon ed in the top of a tree for 
three d ays an d a half an d was res­ 
cued . 
He is n ow ill from ex posure 
an d it is thought he will get pn eu­ 
mon ia. 
"A little girl was picked up from a 
raft on which she had floated five 
miles from Stratford . 
She is ill of 
ex posure, but it is believed , she will 
live." 
Other Refugees Arrive. 
Every train that came In from the 
east brought men an d women who had 
escaped from In d ian a after ard uous, 
roun d about trips an d d ishearten in g 
d elays.

At the end of 
each month they get back what was 
not consumed by the railroad, dealers 
and city health department. To sav e 
trouble and av oid serious loss this is 
taken off their hands by the feed | 
dealer, the cattle dealer, hired help 
and others. 
The business is going better ev ery | 
year, the demand beating the supply | 
more and more. 
Ev ery six months 
the price is raised to the consumer 
ov er that of twelv e months prev ious. 
By this is caused a gap betw^een pro­ 
ducer and consumer of such alarming 
proportions they hav e sev ered busi­ 
ness relations. 
Of late years many doctors claim 
milk the source of tuberculosis; but 
it is a known fact that consumption 
is greater than supply. 
To remedy conditions adv ice is dis­ 
tributed among farmers whsltsale by 
experiment stations and health depart­ 
ments. This has caused them to sit 
up and take notice and maybe will do 
something for their own benefit.

Pierpont Morgan, 
w® American financier, died here, 
76 yean. 
M. Allen Starr of New York, 
who had b een c a ll^ into consu ltation, 
attrib u ted the financier's b reakdown 
to emotion cau sed b y the inv estiga­ 
tion carried ou t b y the Pu jo commitr 
too at Washington into the operations 
o| the "money tru st." 
John Pierpont Morgan was so taci­ 
tu rn, so gru ff to those not acq u ainted 
with him, and so opposed to b eing in­ 
terv iewed that little of v alu e for a de­ 
piction of his personality was ev er 
•ocu red. 
He talked b y his deeds and 
b y his deeds he was measu red In type. 
And so often was he measu red in this 
manner that it was difficu lt to tell new 
things. Only the most carefu l peru sal 
of all av ailab le records of this cap­ 
tain of captains of finance made it pos­ 
sib le to shape a fou ndation for the 
story of his life. 
Mr. Morgan, when he first saw the 
light of day in Hartford, was ev en at 
that time destined to b e a rich man. 
o was to the pu rple b orn, and while 
e was a mere ordinary schoolb oy a 
great fortu ne was b eing acu mu lated 
b y his father as a starter for the son. 
As the b oy Morgan did not concern 
himself with anything 
more 
than 
stu dying at school, which he did in a 
plodding fashion, and hav ing a good 
time. 
He laid the fou ndation for 
splendid health and great physical 
strength b y hu nting and fishing, swdm- 
ming in Hog riv er, a dirty little stream 
which skirted his home, and b u ilding 
rafts, u pon which he v entu red u pon 
the b road b osom of the Connecticu t. 
When he plu gged his way throu gh 
the grammar school he w*as packed off 
to Boston, w'here he went throu gh the 
same rou tine in high school. 
This 
finished, his father, withou t emotion

or enthu siasm, informed him that a 
seat in the Univ ersity of Goettingen. 
Germany, had b een prepared for him 
And the son, with no more display of 
feeling, went to Germany. 
When he 
had finished his stu dies he retu rned 
to this cou ntry to find a desk await­ 
ing him in the b anking hou se of Du n­ 
can, Sherman & Co. 
He already had considerab le tech­ 
nical knowledge of b anking matters 
and a keen knowledge of affairs of the 
world, for he was a close stu dent of 
conditions. 
His father had b een a 
b anker and he possib ly regarded it 
as certain du ring his schooldays that 
he, as a m atter of cou rse, was to fol­ 
low the same cou rse. 
Right here may b e describ ed the 
most remarkab le of all traits in Mor­ 
gan’s life. 
That is, that he was a 
worker. It was not necessary for him 
to b ecome a clerk, a fu ll-fledged b ank 
er at once, or anything else than a 
gentleman of leisu re. 
He cou ld hav e 
b een a rich loafer had he liked, and 
his entire lifetime wou ld not hav e 
b een long enou gh to allow him to 
spend 
the millions his father had 
amassed for his b enefit. Bu t this kind 
of life did not appeal to John Morgan. 
As a clerk he paid strict attention 
to the firm's b u siness, and he minded 
his own b u siness, not speaking u nless 
he had something to say, and not 
wasting time to listen to others who 
told something not worth while hear 
ing. He had set ou t to b e a b u ilder, 
not a tearer-down, and he needed ev 
ery minu te ticked away b y the clock. 
He ev idenced remarkab le ab ility as 
a clerk. Here his training stood him 
in good stead. It soon b ecame appar­ 
ent that he was fu lly capab le of acting 
as the agent in the United States of

the i.iOndon firm of Peab ody & Co., 
b ankers, in which his father was in­ 
terested. 
This was in 1860, a period 
when a lev el head was necessary in 
the b anking b u siness. 
Fou r years later he b ecame a mem­ 
b er of the b anking firm of Dab ney, 
Morgan & Co., inv estment secu rities, 
and b is name b ecame known to finan­ 
cial people in New York. As a m atter 
of cou rse, it always was familiar with 
people of b u siness b ecau se of the 
great Morgan fortu ne, b u t John Mor^ 
gan was now recognized for another 
reason—his b u siness ab ility. In 1871 
the firm of Drexel, Morgan 
& Co.. 
b ankers, was fou nded, which after­ 
wards b ecame J. P. Morgan ft Co., the 
firm of the present 
Perhaps no man ev er liv ed who had 
as mu ch of other people’s money 
placed at his ab solu te disposal as J. 
P. Morgan. 
It is estimated that ov er $500,000^ 
000 b elonging to ou tside corporations 
was his to do with as he saw fit. This 
statement is made on the au thority 
of Wall street statisticians, who de­ 
clare that he cou ld with a wav e of 
his hand start or stop the b u ying of 
any of the produ cts u sed b y the coi^ 
porations which he dominated. 
Du ring the inv estigation 
of 
the 
Stanley congressional committee it de­ 
v eloped that the entire cash b alance 
of the United States Steel corpora­ 
tion. amou nting to something ov er 
$70,000,000, was on deposit with J. P. 
Morgan and company. 
The v ast financial power of this 
man can b e ju dged when it is remem­ 
b ered that his was a priv ate b ank 
SLUd not su b ject in any way to national, 
state or local su perv ision or any con­ 
stitu tional au thority whatsoev er. 
As great as this steel deposit was it 
represented b u t a modicu m of the 
money, b elonging to some one else, 
that Morgan held to do with according 
to his pleasu re. 
Wall street au thorities who were 
well acq u ainted with Morgan, say that 
he wou ld seldom go u pon the direc­ 
torate of a company or corporation 
which he cou ld not dominate. The re­ 
su lt was that the v ariou s railroad cor­ 
porations and innu merab le other com­ 
panies who had him on their direc­ 
torate deposited their money at his 
b ank. 
It is calcu lated that the total of 
these cash deposits will exceed $400,- 
000,000 and this with the Steel tru st’s 
deposits carried the b alance b eyond 
the $500,000,000 mark. 
It was thu s stu pendou s su m, a pri­ 
v ate working capital of other people’s 
money, which enab led Morgan to reign 
as the czar of the money world, at 
least in America, and made him one 
of the commanding figu res in Eu ro 
pean finance. 
Later du ring the inv estigation of 
the so-called "money tru st" b y the 
Pu jo committee, hou se of representa­ 
tiv es, of 1912-13, Mr. Morgan 
was 
called to the stand, where his testi­ 
mony was, in effect, that there was 
no money tru st and that there cou ld 
nev er b e one. 
This despite the fact 
that testimony was addu ced showing 
that the Morgan interests controlled 
throu gh interlocking directorates b il­ 
lions of dollars inv ested in sixty-one 
large indu strial and 
b anking 
b u si­ 
nesses throu ghou t the United States. 
A great deal of the Morgan fortu ne 
will b e fou nd to hav e gone b ack to 
the people. It may b e that he did not 
let his right hand know what his left 
b and was doing, b u t, aside from his 
giv ing $1,500,000 for a hospital, his 
b enefactions wou ld not b e cov ered 
with 
$5,000,000—that is, his known 
b enefactions. 
Mr. Morgan as commodore of th© 
New York Yacht clu b and the yacht 
he constru cted for the organization 
was twice su ccessfu l in keeping the 
cu p in this cou ntry. He liked the wa­ 
ter, and after tu rning the reins of 
b u siness ov er to his son, J. Pierpont. 
Jr., he sailed the ocean in his mag­ 
nificent priv ate yacht. 
In Eu rope he 
was the gu est of royalty, for the kings 
of the Old World recognized him as 
one of the most remarkab le men in 
the w’orld, if, indeed, not the most re­ 
markab le in the world of finance. 
On these trips Morgan was con­ 
stantly on the lookou t for 
rarities 
which he cou ld giv e to Institu tions in 
America. 
He made inv alu ab le gifts 
to the American Mu seu m of Natu ral 
History, the Metropolitan Mu seu m of 
Art and the New’ York pu b lic lib rary. 
His priv ate collection of pictu res, 
b ooks, 
manu scripts, 
cu rios 
and 
b ronzes are worth in themselv es a 
princely fortu ne. 
He 
was a memb er of many clu b s 
b oth in the United States and ab road. 
Mr. Morgan was married twice. His 
first wife. Miss Amelia Stu rges, died 
in 1862, the year following her mar^ 
riage to the financier. 
In 1865 he 
married Miss Lou ise Tracy, w’ho b ore 
him one son and three dau ghters. Mr. 
Morgan had elev en grandchildren at 
the time of his death.

Wilson Tells Advisers Contents 
of Message to Congress. 


MONEY QUESTION IMPORTANT 


Believed Chief Executive Wiil Confine 
Hie Suggeetione to Duties— Docu­ 
ment to Contain 1, 200 
Words. 


ALEXANDER M. DOCKERY 


Washington. March 31.—The final 
Iraft of his first message to congress, 
which b e will send at the opening of 
the special session April 7. was read 
Friday b y President Wilson to his 
cab inet 
The message, it can b e said au thor­ 
itativ ely, will confine itself to the 
tariff. In 1,200 words, it will giv e the 
president’s v iews on this su b ject, and 
will state it is the president’s position 
that nothing shall b e done b y either 
hou se to take from the tariff its place 
In the center of the legislativ e stage. 
This does not mean that there is 
to b e no other legislation du ring the 
session. It merely means that the 
president intends to u se all his influ ­ 
ence to see that nothing is allowed to 
interfere with first place for tariff re­ 
v ision downward. 
The message is expected to pu t this 
in so many w’ords, b u t 
it also will 
declare that a nu mb er ef other su b ­ 
jects of v ital importance to the Amer­ 
ican people are awaiting legislation— 
principally the cu rrency q u estion. 
The president 
will specifically re­ 
frain from commenting u pon these in 
this message, althou gh reserv ing the 
right to tou ch u pon them in later spe­ 
cial messages shou ld congress make 
su fficient headway with the tariff 
prob lem to leav e room and time for 
other work at the special session. 
In this connection it b ecame known 
that 
Representativ e 
Carter 
Glass, 
chairman-to-b e of the b anking and 
cu rrency committee of the newr hou se, 
has completed the draft of a monetary 
rev ision b ill and that It Is ready for 
introdu ction whenev er the president 
desires it. Representativ e Glass, how- 
ev er, will not pu t it In u ntil President 
Wilson feels that its introdu ction will 
not Interfere with tariff legislation. 
Representativ e Glass and the presi­ 
dent are said to fear that to start the 
money reform task and then to leav e 
it open u ntil the winter session w’ill 
only add to the difficu lties of the situ ­ 
ation. 
As far as President Wilson’s v iews 
on the tariff are concerned, it can b e 
stated that he will take 
the same 
grou nd he took in his speech of ac­ 
ceptance last su mmer, that the tariff 
mu st b e taken ou t of politics, and that 
its rev ision downw’ard shou ld b egin 
b y taking ou t of ev ery schedu le ev ery 
rate that can b e constru ed as a "fa­ 
v or" to any indu stry. 
"There shou ld b e Immediate re­ 
v ision." he said at that time, "and it 
shou ld b e downward 
u nhesitatingly 
and steadily downw’ard. It shou ld b e­ 
gin with the schedu les which 
hav e 
b een u sed most ob v iou sly to kill com­ 
petition and to raise prices 
in 
the 
United States arb itrarily and withou t 
regard to the prices pertaining else­ 
where in the markets of the w’orld, 
and it shou ld, b efore It Is finished or 
Intermitted, b e extended to ev ery item 
in ev ery schedu le which affords any 
opportu nity for monopoly, for special 
adv antages to limited grou ps of b ene­ 
ficiaries or for su b sidized control of 
any kind in the markets or the enter­ 
prises of the cou ntry, u ntil 
special 
fav ors of ev ery sort shall hav e b een 
ab solu tely withdrawn and ev ery part 
of ou r laws of taxation 
shall 
hav e 
b een transformed from a system of 
gov ernmental patronage into a system 
of ju st and reasonab le charges which 
shall fall where they will create the 
least b u rden. 
* "When we shall hav e done that we 
can fix q u estions of rev enu es and of 
b u siness adju stment in a new spirit. 
W^e shall b e partners with the b u si­ 
ness men of the cou ntry, and a day 
of freer, more stab le prosperity shall 
hav e dawned.”

in the su preme cou rt in Brooklyn. The 
grou nd for the div orce, which was 
granted b y Ju stice Kelly Ju ly 29, 1910, 
was an alleged elopement from Paris 
with a man who posed as a Ru ssian 
nob leman. 
Soon after Mr. Hu nt ob tained the 
decree he died in Dallas, Tex. It was 
fresh ev idence gathered after Mr. 
Hu nt’s death from a witness whose 
conscience pricked that ob tained Mrs. 
Hu nt’s v indication. 
The Hu nts were married in 1901. 
Mr. Hu nt was an elderly man; his 
wife a you ng girl. They went ab road 
and soon dispatches b egan to tell of 
their difficu lties. 
There was a story 
in 1909 to the effect that Mrs. Hu nt 
had eloped with a Ru ssian, v ariou sly 
called a prince and a cou nt, named 
Alexander de Tchernadieff. 
Mr. Hu nt b egan his su it that year. 
At the time of the trial a witness tes­ 
tified that he had seen Mrs. Hu nt and 
the “cou nt" together 
in 
hotels 
in 
Switzerland and Paris, 
and it 
was 
largely throu gh his testimony that the 
decree was granted. 
Mrs. Hu nt pu t 
in a general denial. Throu gh her law­ 
yer she immediately mov ed that the 
decree b e v acated. 
A settlement of $25,000, which Mrs. 
Hu nt accepted from the execu tors and 
heirs of her hu sb and sev eral weeks 
ago, following a decision of the ap­ 
pellate div ision that the case might 
b e reopened, remains u nchanged b y 
Ju stice Kelley’s action, it is stated. 
Mr. Hu nt left $7,750,000. 
The resid­ 
u ary legatee of the estate is a chari­ 
tab le institu tion in Georgia. Mrs. Hu nt 
is said td b e liv ing with her father.
